But, he Was also a 
weather nut-In/fact, by to- 
day's terminology, Jefferson 
might be called a weather 
geek. 

From July 4, 1776 until six 
weeks “before his death in 
1826, Jefferson took daily 
detailed weather observa- 
tions. Twice a day - at дата 
and 4 p.m - Jefferson would 
récord the temperature, the 
barometric pressure and any 
other weather observations 
he thought important. 

This -account of early 
American weather became 
known as.the Weather Mem- 
orandum Book.

Dogs account for more than 
three-fourths of all animal 
bites to humans in this coun- 
try, with more than a million 
dog bites occurring each year. 
Most of these bites are treated 
at hospital ERs, with more that 
one percent of pediatric ER vis- 
its being due to animal bites. 

Most animal bites are caused 
by pets that are known to the 
victim. Three-fourths of the 
bites in children involve the 
head -and neck, whereas the 
extremities are involved in the 


majority of bites in adults. 

Dog bites can injure any type 
of tissue, commonly involving 
skin, tendons, nérves, muscles, 
blood . vessels and even bone. 
There is a high risk for infec- 
tion after any animal bite, with 
the highest incidence of infec- 
tion in bites to the hand. 

Meticulous exploration and 
cleansing of each wound are 
required and removal of 
severely injured tissue is need- 
èd sometimes. With, some 
wounds, antibiotics are provid- 
ed in an attempt to prevent 
infection. Certain bite wounds 
can be sewn closed, while oth- 
ers must remain open initially 
to avoid dangerous infections. 

Tetanus must be prevented 
in any animal bite or skin 
wound,-and the status of the 
animal's rabies immunity 
should be ascertained. 

Approximately 10,000 per- 
sons require in-patient hospital 
care in this county each year 
because of animal bites and 
their complications.

The first step is to know what those stan- 
dards are, says Vicki Linkous, an educational 
studies professor at Virginia’s Radford Univer- 
sity who taught in public schools for 22 years 
and spent a year as an assistant principal. 

“Start by knowing what is important to your 
children,” says Linkous. “What would’they look 
for? Even an elementary school student, and 
certainly a high school student, can tell you 
what makes them feel comfortable or uncóm- 
fortable in a classroom. “Then,” she says, “think 
about your own view of what is important to 
your child's educational experience. Not every- 
one will be looking for the same things." 

The second.step is to get your information 
first hand. If you only look at a school's test 
score, averages or rely on hearsay as to which 
Schools are considered thé best, you're missing 
out on richer data, Nothing substitutes for a 
visit. 

If you're dealing with a large school division 
that offers many choices, says Linkous; you can 
start in the central office, where you would ask 
to speak to the director or assistant superinten- 
dent of instráction. However, if the community 
you're considering is small, it might be easy 
visit ай the schools. 

“АП too often people are reluctant to go right 
to the school,” says educational studies profes- 
sor and former principal Harvey Jahn, "but par- 
ents should feel welcome to visit." Its.a matter 
of schodl accountability, he says. 

When you visit а school, go to the main office 
and ask to speak with the principal. Under- 
stand that if you don’t have an appointment the - 
principal may be busy, but there should be 
someone else, such as a guidance counselor, who 
can help you. | Ы А 

Once id the school, what do you look for?

Ask how involved faculty аге in decision mak- * 
ing, suggests Linkous. This can have an impact

“I would be be very interested in how a princi- 
pal talks about his faculty," says Linkous. That 
can be a good indicator of school climate and 
morale. She suggests you note. how invitational 
a school is to parents and students. For exam- 
ple, does the administrator invite you to tour 
the school or talk with teachers? 

If you have an opportunity to talk with teach- 
ers, she says, ask them to tell you sortim.things 
they really like about the school. Ask the same 
of students if you have a chance. You may even 
wish to go beyond the school; for example, if 
there is a market close by, ask the clerk, “How 
is the school known around here? What are the 
kids like when they come into the store?" 

Look for a variety of teaching approaches. Do 
teachers usé both group work and teacher- 
directed instruction? 

‘Jahn suggests that you ask to visit a class, 
especially if the principal can determine a class 
in which your child is likely to, be placed. He 
also recommends visiting on more than one day, 
if possible. У; 

What if you're in town for а one:day interview 
and have only an hour or two to visit schools? 
Here are some signals Linkous says can give 
you a quick sense of a school's quality:
